I can re- 
member what Bar Hill was like before 
Tesco. It was a village, a place where 
people came to live, not a place the 
surrounding areas used to do their 
shopping. It was a peaceful place with 
acommunity spirit, clean and tidy. Now 
all that has changed! 

I remember when you could visit the 
doctors and pick up your prescription. 
Now it’s a wait in Tesco! 

I remember when you could walk 
the paths of Bar Hill without tripping 
over Tesco trolleys! 

The truth is, Tesco have taken away 
the identity of this village and given us 
nothing in return. 

The original supermarket was in 
what is now Jane Barratt’s - big enough 
to see most people through the week. 
We did our weekly shop at Sainsburys, 
Coldhams Lane, The Beehive or Tesco 
Regent Street. We now have Tesco 
superstores at Bar Hill, Milton, New 
Market, Ely, Saffron Walden, Royston, 
St. Neots and the biggest one in the 
country this side of Peterborough. No- 
body is more than 10 minutes drive 
from one, so why do we need a bigger 
store here ? 

All that is required is for Tesco to 
modernise the existing store and clean 
up the surrounding areas they own. The 
Parish Council should take a tough 
stance with them and the problems of 
overnight lorry parking. 

I predict that in 15 to 20 years time 
most of the small industrial units in the 
Village will have been taken over by 
‘big business’ and we’ ll have our own 
mini ‘Lakeside’. By then most of the 
people who came to live ina quiet Bar 
Hill Village will have moved away to find 
peace somewhere else!

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A view from behind the Bar 


Happy Easter everyone and sorry 
there was no ‘view from behind the Bar’ 
last month due to matters beyond my 
control. 


This month we have some very spe- 
cial beers on offer, starting with the first 
batch of Adnams Regatta (4.3%) of the 
year; a light refreshing beer with a long 
malty finish. Over Easter weekend we 
have Bunny hops (4.2%); a one off brew 
from the Potton brewery, it has an un- 
usual orange and chocolate flavour, so 
it’s well worth trying! 

To commemorate the sinking of the 
Titanic on 1 Sth April 1912 with the loss 
of 1503 lives we have three beers from 
the Titanic brewery of Stoke, which is 
where the captain of the Titanic came 
from. At 46,000 tons the ship was, at 
the time, the largest vessel afloat and 
was as luxurious as any shore-side ho- 
tel. Soon after the disaster the maritime 
laws were changed to ensure that 
enough lifeboats were carried on all 
ships, to avoid future tragedies. 736 
people survived the disaster. The beers 
on tap will be Lifeboat Ale (3.9%), a 
malty and fruity beer, White Star 
(4.8%), a bitter sweet ale with a long 
fruity finish and Captain Smith’s bitter, 
a full bodied dark beer full of roast malt 
flavours. We will have a collection 
bucket on the bar in aid of the RNLI 
while the beers are on.

The ‘Good Night’ service is a vol- 
untary organisation which offers a sit- 
ting service to families who have chil- 
dren aged from birth to 19 years old 
with a physical disability. The Service 
aims to reruit volunteers, aged 16 and 
over, and match them with families in 
their own vicinity.

What the youngsters did in those 
days. 

Girls used to have skipping ropes, 
and spent hours with them (doing up to 
100 jumps in one session!). They 
played ‘hop scotch’ (where they 
chalked squares on the ground about 2 
feet apart, and hopped from one to the 
other). In those days nearly all girls 
played with dolls. Some had shoe boxes 
for cradles. Most parents scraped to- 
gether enough money to buy them dolls’ 
prams and dolls’ houses. I made a dolls 
house for my daughters and remember 
using a cotton reel for the chimney. They 
spent hours playing with their dolls and 
putting them to bed. 

Then they grew up, leaving school 
at 14 to face the world. Things were 
bleak in country villages. Usually girls 
had to work as domestic servants in 
local farmhouses or go to town and 
‘live-in’ (visiting their parents on their 
¥, day off a week), but in Dry Drayton 
many decided to stay at home and do 
‘factory work’. This meant cycling in 
all weathers to either the Chivers jam 
factory at Histon (5 miles) or to the 
Girton laundry (4 miles). The jam fac- 
tory had a siren that could be heard loud 
and clear in Dry Drayton. The times of 
work were 8am to 6pm - a long day! 

3 out of 4 girls preferred ‘factory 
work’ until they got married. Some car- 
ried on after marriage and even after 
rearing a family. They often went back 
because of the good social life after 
work! The siren has stopped now and 
the laundry at Girton has closed. 


Just reflect, as you get your car out 
of the garage to take your children to 
school, on the hard life your grandpar- 
ents had. I well remember that before 
WW2 about 20 girls and boys used to 
walk to school from the Scotland Farm 
houses - one mile (and in all weathers!) 


One of the boys’ games was 
marbles. They made a small hole ina 
level bit of the playground and got their 
marbles out of a small bag. From a 
short distance they flicked each one in 
turn, using their thumb or finger, towards 
the hole. The first one to get 10 in the

people ‘losing their marbles’ That’s 
where it comes from! 

Another game was top spinning. 
This involved getting a piece of wood, 
tying string to it and winding the string 
around a top, which you could buy. It 
would spin round for some minutes. 

My favourite game was ‘trundling’. 
Boys and girls used to buy wooden 
hoops and a stick and bow] them along 
the road (no motor vehicles then!) But 
to ‘trundle’ you needed more skill. You 
had to get a nice strong stick about 2 
foot long, find an old cycle wheel, re- 
move the tyre, tube etc. so that you had 
a wheel with a nice open rim. Then put 
the stick in the open rim and take off! 
But, like cycles, the momentum kept 
you going or you fell off’! That was 
called ‘trundling’. 

Dry Drayton only had a primary 
school, so for both sexes the last 3 years 
was mostly a waste of time, spent play- 
ing around. As the boys left school at 
the age of 14 the outlook for them was 
grim; it usually meant land work and low 
wages, but if you could get work on 
Chivers Fruit Farms you could later get 
ajob in the factory at a better wage. 

As teenagers we bought bicycles 
and we used to cycle to town ona Sat- 
urday afternoon to the pictures or the- 
atre, leave our cycles in a shop, paying 
3d for storage, and walk to the town 
centre to a venue of our choice. 


One attraction was the well known 
Dorothy Ballroom. I well remember 
another dance centre around a band 
stand in the centre of Christ’s Pieces, 
now all gone. 

A Stick and Hoop Story 

A man called into his local car 
show-room, ‘I want some transport’, 
he explained. ‘Certainly sir’, responded 
the salesman. ‘Here’s a beautiful Rolls- 
Royce, £50,000’. ‘Oh no’ replied the 
customer, ‘I can’t afford anything like 
that’. ‘Here’s a very nice family saloon, 
ten grand’. ‘Sorry’, said the man, 
‘there’s only me’. ‘How about a small 
motorbike, for say, fifteen hundred ?’ 
‘Look, I only want something to get me 
out into the country on a Sunday’. Well, 
there’s a pair of roller skates, second- 
hand, fifteen quid’. ‘No way am I pay- 
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My memories of the hole was the winner. You've heard of ing that sort of money , said the man. 


‘Here you are then’, said the frustrated 
salesman ‘a hoop and a stick, twenty 
five pence’. ‘That’s it’, said the man, 
paid up and left as happy as Larry. 
Came Sunday, a glorious day and out 
came the hoop and stick. Off went our 
hero and, spotting a country pub, put 
his hoop in the car park and went in for 
a drink. 

An hour later he came out and went 
to the car park. No hoop. ‘Oi!’ he said 
to the man in charge, ‘someone’s nicked 
my hoop’, ‘So what’, he replied, ‘it 
couldn’t have cost you more than five 
bob’. ‘It’s not the money’, fumed the 
hoopless.one, ‘how am I gonna get home 
with no transport?’.

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What the burglar 
does to you and 
what you can do to 


the burglar! 

During the coming 
months three groups of 
people become more active; the DIY 
enthusiast, the gardener and, of course, 
the burglar. Here are a few tips on how 
your normal activities can be applied to 
security. 

Burglar: The burglar will call at 
your address with an apparently 
genuine reason. 

You: Check the ID ofall callers. If 
they are selling ‘door to door’, ask to 
see their ‘Peddler’s Certificate’. Neigh- 
bourhood Watch co-ordinators (John 
Revell, 201258) have examples. Note 
that it is not a plastic card with a photo- 
graph on it and also that failure to have 
a valid certificate is an offence. 

Challenge all strangers. Any genu- 
ine person will respond positively. “Can 
[help you ?” is often all that is required 
to deter a suspicious character; he 
doesn’t like being seen. 

Burglar: If your house appears 
to be empty, he will look for a way 
to get round the back. 

You: Make your house look occu- 
pied. Timer switches on radios & lights. 
Curtain closure devices are also rec- 
ommended. Close the garage door be- 
hind you (an empty garage tells him all 
he wants to know). Consider getting a 
dog, noisy is as good as big, a burglar 
doesn’t like attention. When going on 
holiday get a neighbour to push mail 
through the letter box and, if rossible, 
park a car on your drive. 

Burglar: He will get round to the 
rear of your property the quickest 
way possible. 

You: Stop him! Fit lockable side 
gates. Make sure boundary fences are 
not sturdy enough to support someone’s 
weight, and if they are, nail some flimsy 
trellis on top (planning offices or crime 
prevention can advise you on permit- 
ted heights). This causes noise (and 
pain!), as does the planting of thorny 
bushes (Burglaris Disembowellus) at 
vulnerable points. eg. Holly, Blackthorn, 
Pyrocantha and the old favourite Lo- 
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gan ch also makes great jam! 
Burglar: He will look for tools 
from your garden shed or garage. 

You: Fit good locks with security 
screws to outbuildings. Fit locks and 
alarms to ‘up & over’ garage doors. 
Secure ladders, spades, etc. with cycle 
locks. 

Burglar: He will force a rear 
ground floor window, patio door or 
door panel. 

You: Fit window locks, patio runner 
locks and re-inforce door panels with 
marine plywood or mild steel plate. 
Consider an alarm. Check your insur- 
ance policy, as most insist on a 5 lever 
front door lock (BS3621) as a mini- 
mum requirement. He will spend a maxi- 
mum of 10 minutes trying to get in, so 
keep him out at least that long. 

Burglar: If he does get in he will 
go straight to what is obviously the 
main bedroom. 

You: Keep small valuables in an un- 
usual place (anywhere but the jewellery 
box on the dresser). Keep keys hidden 
when you’ re away because the burglar 
likes to lock himself in so that if you 
come back unexpectedly he’!] hear you 
fumbling at the lock and escape out of 
the back door! 

Mark your property - 
‘postcoding’ catches more burglars 
than police dogs! Plus, it helps the po- 
lice return items to their rightful own- 
ers. 
Burglar: A car will normally be 
seen. 

You: Report immediately to the po- 
lice (01223 358966) any suspicious 
vehicles (don’t forget to get their regis- 
tration number!)

St. George’s day is on the 23rd Apmil 
and to celebrate we will serving Fuller’s 
London Pride (4.1%) at £1.50 a pint, 
a wonderful full hopped beer, and gin 
at only £1 a double!

We round off the month with 
Bateman’s Six Wives (4.0%), a floral 
and full bodied beer. 

The wine of the month is a fruity dry 
white, Les Viglnes Retrouvees 1997. 
Why not try a glass instead of your usual 
tipple ?
